Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  of  submitting  the  annual  report 
for  the  year  953*  reviewing  the  health  and  sanitary 
circumstances  of  the  District  and  recording  the  duties 
performed  in  safeguarding  and  promoting  the  well-being 
of  the  local  population. 

The  report  is  composed  of  sections  on  vital 
statistics,  infectious  disease,  inspection  of  food  and 
sanitary  conditions.  The  report  of  the  Chief  Sanitary 
Inspector  is  included. 

The  birth  and  death  rates,  including  the  infant 
mortality  rate,  compare  favcmrably  with  those  of  other 
parts  of  the  country.  In  comparison  with  ^  952,  an 
increase  occured  in  the  number  of  notifications  of  measles 
and  whooping  cough  but  there  were  fewer  cases  than  in  95l 
and  no  deaths  were  recorded.  6  cases  of  poliomyelitis 
were  notified;  there  were  no  deaths.  Two  children  died 
of  meningococcal  infection.  Do  case  of  diphtheria  has 
been  notified  since  i  944* 

The  Mass  X-Ray  Unit  5s  of  the  North  ’west  Metropolitan 
Regional  flospital  Board  visited  Sunbury  in  August  i  953  and 
operated  from  Kenyngton  Manor  School  which  had  been  made 
available  by  the  Local  Education  Authority.  The  attendance 
was  fairly  good  but  v/ould  probably  have  been  better  had  a 
suitable  site  been  available  for  the  Unit  to  function  from 
Shepperton  as  well.  In  this  connection  grateful  acknow¬ 
ledgements  are  made  to  those  occupiers  of  premises  v/hc 
participated  so  readily  in  the  task  of  booking 
appointments. 

I  take  the  opj)ortunity  of  thanking  Mr.  T.J. Moore 
and  his  staff,  and  Mrs.  Lukyn,  for  their  assistance  in 
compiling  this  report.

’’Regarding  the  samples  noted  as  unsatisfactory, 
the  5  milk  were  all  of  hot  milk,  3  samples  from  one  cafe 
and  2  samples  from  another.  In  all  cases  they  were 
deficient  in  fat.  One  cafe  proprietor  received  an  official 
caution  and  the  other  was  prosecuted  and  fined  £2.  with

The  water  supplied  by  the  Water  Companies  is 
derived  from  the  River  Thames  and,  after  preliminary 
storage,  is  filtered  and  chlorinated.  Samples  of 
the  water  are  taken  at  regular  intervals  during  the 
various  stages  of  purification  and  are  submitted  to 
chemical  and  bacteriological  examination.

G-RAVEL  PITS  Numerous  complaints  were  received  from 

residents  in  Shepperton  concerning  the  oh jecticnahle 
odours  arising  from  a  gravel  pit  which  was  in  the 
process  of  being  filled  in  the  vicinity.  The  odour 
is  due  to  the  evolution  of  hydrogen  sulphide  result¬ 
ing  from  the  action  of  the  vibrio  desulphuricans  on 
sulphides.  The  formation  of  this  gas  is  accelerated 
in  warm  weather  and  especially  when  the  area  of  water 
in  the  pit  becomes  smaller  with  consequent  reduction 
in  aeration  and  fall  in  the  percentage  of  dissolved 
oxygen. 

Tipping  is  controlled  but  the  problem  of 
combating  the  nuisance  presents  practical  difficulties 
where  the  area  involved  is  so  large.  Chloride  of 
lime  has  been  applied  in  large  quantities  with  some 
improvement  lasting  a  few  days.  Deodorai.ts  liberated 
around  the  pit  have  been  of  some  benefit  but,  of 
course,  the  actual  production  of  gas  cannot  be  affected 
in  this  manner;  furthermore,  large  quantities  of 
deodorants  are  needed.  Lately,  an  air  compressor  has 
been  installed  at  the  pit  by  the  ovmer  whereby  a 
constant  supply  of  air  is  introduced  into  the  water 
thus  raising  its  oxygen  content.  This  is  the  most 
promising  method  yet  tried.  Members  of  the  staff  of 
the  department  visit  the  pits  and  estimate  the  oxygen 
content  of  the  v/ater  at  frequent  intervals. 

OPEN  AIR  SWIMIING  BATH  The  water  is  drawn  from  the  River 
Thames  and,  v/ithout  prior  filtration,  passed  into  the 
Bath  v/here  it  is  chlorinated.  Daily  tests  are  made 
for  chlorine  content  and  turbidity.;,  chlorine  is 
added  daily  as  required.  The  Bath  is  emptied,  cleansed, 
and  refilled  on  Mondays  and  Fridays.

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HOUSING 


The  repair  of  substandard  properties  in  the  area 
still  remains  a  problem.  Most  of  the  repairs  carried 
out  to  these  properties  are  as  the  result  of  informal 
action  under  the  Public  Health  Act  ^  936,  the  extent  of 
which  in  many  cases  is  confined  to  essential  repairs 
that  often  do  little  more  than  keep  the  houses  in 
question  wind  and  v/eatherproof . 

Two  very  substandard  houses,  owned  by  the  Council, 
were  demolished  in  Manygate  Pane,  Ghepperton  and 
formal  action  under  Section  11  of  the  Housing  Act,i  936 
was  taken  in  respect  of  two  houses  (since  demolished) 
in  T/indmill  hiad,  Sunbury  and  three  houses  in  Forge 
Lane,  Sunbury^  The  latter  properties  will  be 
demolished  immediately  the  occupants  are  rehoused. 

COUNCIL  HOUSES 


Pollov/ing  the  usual  practice.  Housing  Estates 
under  the  control  of  the  Council  have  received 
attention.  Complaints  were  in  all  cases  promptly 
investigated  and  v/here  necessary  works  of  repair  were 
carried  out  under  the  supervision  of  your  Surveyor. 

In  5  instances  measures  v/ere  taken  for  the  eradica¬ 
tion  of  v?ood  v/orm  or  noxious  insects. 

Investigation  of  the  living  conditions  of  all 
applicants  for  Council  houses  who  are  living  within 
the  Urban  District  have  been  made. 

During  the  year,  the  Housing  (Letting)  Sub¬ 
committee  interviewed  ^  2k  applicants.  77  families 
were  housed  from  the  Council’s  lists  and  55  families 
v/ere  rehoused  by  means  of  transfers.  In  this  way, 
many  cases  of  overcrov/ding  were  abated. 

The  Council’s  method  of  interviev/ing  all  applicants 
and  awarding  priorities  on  the  basis  of  fajnily  need  and 
due  regard  to  housing  conditions,  e.g.  bedroom 
deficiency,  infectious  tuberculosis,  sub-standard 
property  and  other  factors,  continues  to  be  very 
satisfactory.

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  3^3  moveable 
dwellings  used  as  permanent  habitations  in  the  area. 

Of  this  number,  20  were  situated  on  the  licensed  site 
in  Fordbridge  Road. 

These  premises  received  attention  and  appropriate 
action  was  taken  to  suppress  nuisance.  In  several 
instances,  vans  occupied  by  persons  of  the  nomad  ’cype 
Y/ere  brought  into  the  district  and  attempts  to  form 
colonies  were  made  at  Charlton  Road,  Ashford  Common  and 
Charlton  Road,  Shepperton,  but,  v/ith  the  assistance  of 
the  Police,  your  inspectors  were  able  to  frustrate  the 
attempts. 

Difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  dealing  v/ith  the 
weekend  camper.  The  prevention  of  abuses  and  the  control 
of  these  temporary  camps  in  the  absence  of  proper  conven¬ 
iences  is  a  serious  problem  and  almost  an  impossible  task, 

FILLING-IN  OF  EXHAUSTED  GRiiVEL  PITS 


Nuisances  arising  from  the  filling-in  of  disused 
gravel  pits  have  been  the  chief  source  of  concern  to  your 
inspectors  during  the  year,  and,  in  spite  of  application 
of  many  of  the  measures  suggested  by  experts  for  the 
abatement  of  the  nuisances,  it  must  be  admitted  that  such 
measures  have  failed  to  entirely  eliminate  them.  In 
addition,  samples  of  the  water  in  pits  have  been  taken  by 
your  inspectors  at  intervals  and  submitted  to  the  Clinical 
i^esearch  Laboratories  for  analysis.  Unfortunately,  except 
for  the  total  exclusion  of  all  organic,  cellulosic  and 
ferrous  materials  being  tipped  into  water,  there  is  no 
short  cut  to  immunity  from  nuisance. 

From  experience  gained,  more  stringent  conditions  have 
been  drav/n  up  by  the  Council  in  conjunction  v/ith  the 
Middlesex  County  Council  and  it  is  hoped  that  with  these 
nev/  measures  in  operation  more  satisfactory  results  will 
accrue.
